Polycythcma is a 
disease in 


which there is a large and lasting 
increase above normal in the num- 
ber of red cells in the blood. Some- 
times the number of red cells may 
lie more than twice normal.

The most striking symptom is a 


brick-red blushing of the face and 
hands. The diagnosis depends on 
finding an enlarged spleen and on 
the increased number of
